Al Kuwat Al Mnsalaha daily 
said the citizens of Juba, the 
capital of southern Equatoria re- 
gion which is 1,200 kilometres 
south of Khartoum, vowed to 
defend their city against rebels of 
the Sudan People’s liberation 
Army (SFLA). 

Hie newspaper quoted Chief of 
Staff Gen. Ishag Ib rahim Omer 
as saying that the army had 
started to train cmEians to help 
counter rebel offensives. 

Last year, Bashir’s military 
government announced the plan 
to form civilian militias all over 
the country. 

“Citizens in-Juba have called 
for the rapid training of popular 
forces for defence” to carry out 
their duty in the protection of the 
nation, Ishag said. 

He said “the necessary aims, 
am m nni tiOD and do things have 
been supplied to the citizens in 
Juba.” 

Ishag said the citizens of Juba 
said they would crush the rebels 
“in the jungles, in the roads and 
mad e tneir camps.” 

Bashir’s brief visit was de- 
scribed by Ishag as ‘"successful by 
aD standards and achieved its 
goals.”

Planning Ministry negotiating

AMMAN — A group of 12 
workers who were sacked last 
Thursday from the white ce- 
ment factory because of a 
t em po ra ry halt in production 
was successful Sunday m re- 
turning to their jobs after their 
complaints were aired by Low- 
er House of Parliament de- 
puties during Saturday’s ses- 
sion. 

Minister of Labour Qaseem 
Obeidat discussed the de- 
mands of dm sacked workers 
with the management of the 
factory and it was decided that 
the workers return to their jobs 
at the beginning of next week. 

The demands of the workers 
were raised by Lower House 
deputies Bassam Haddadin 
and Ahmad Kafaween, after 
which the labour minister 
announced that he would hold 
a -meeting the following day, 
Sunday, with both the manage- 
ment and the workers. 

“The management of the 
Arab Company for the Manu- 
facture of White Cement has 
decided to return all 12 work- 
ers who were laid off last 
Thursday. The decision was 
made after we met with the 
general manager of the com- 
pany," Obeidat told the Jor- 
dan Times after the meeting. 

Obeidat said that aUthe re- 
mands of the workers were 
discussed in the meeting held 
at the Mntis&y of Labour and 
that all outstanding deman ds 
would be discussed in future 
meetings between the workers 
and the manafiement of the 


company. 

The director of industry 
affairs at the Ministry of 
labour, Bahjat Odeh, said tint 
the company’s management 
agreed to study the c omfili o us 
of the workers and discuss with 

them mMTK of taHrKng their 

problems. He added that the 
eomany’s general manager, 
Tawfiq Bataiseh, was “coop- 
erative in the meeting which 
included the mi 


the general manager and 10 
workers from the factory." 

According to Bataraeh, the 
management of the company, 
which is jointly owned by the 
Jordanian and Syrian govern- 
ments, welcomed the establish- 
ment of a labour union from 
within the factory, which will 
then represent the workers in 
any demands they have. 

Jamal Ma’aita, one of the 
fired employees, told the Jor- 
dan Times that before the deci- 
sion was reached to return to 
their jobs, the management 
had told the workers they had 
to be laid off because the fac- 
tory had to stop production 
and “there was no need for the 
labourers to continue working 
for the time being 

Bataraeh explained that the 
factory sometimes had to sus- 
pend production because of 
“full” warehouses. He said 
that the laid-off labourers were 
daily workers and not part of 
the permanent s taff lilra en- 
gineers and technicians. 

“We don't need them when 
the factory is not producing, 
and so we tell them to go home 
and rest until the factory is 
producing again. The factory 
will resume production next 
Saturday, which is when the 
workers can come back to 
work,” Bataraeh said in a tele- 
phone interview with the Jor- 
dan Times. 

When the 12 workers were 
sacked last Thursday, they 
were mot given any warnjngor 
compensation, according to Kba- 
lid Adnan, one of the group. 

Bataraeh said that if the fac- 
tory was to stop production for 
more than two weeks and daily 
labourers have to be laid off 
a gain , “we will continue to pay 
their salaries.” He did not say 
whether the workers would be 
paid if the factory dosed for 
less than two weeks. 

Ma'aita and Adnan said that 
the labourers received JD 85 a 
month, while Bataraeh said 
that their salaries were 3D 3 
per day, or JD 90 a month. The 
workers added that permanent 


staff received two months' sal- 
ary as bonus white the workers 
did not. 

With a capital of JD 10 
million, the company, which 
was established in 1982, has 
suffered Snandal losses in foe 
past years. According to the 
financial manager of the com- 
pany, Khalil Saleh, it incurred 
a loss of JD 1.427.760 in 1988. 
He could not provide figures 
for 1989. 

The workera demanded that 
their financial position and be- 
nefits be unproved, according 
to the two workers who spoke 
to the Jordan Times, describ- 
ing their condition as “unbear- 
able for any human being.” 

“We are the ones who are 
exposed to the sQver-glance 
mineral (a native sulphurate of 
silver) which can seriously 
damage the lungs," Adnan 
said “We are not just workers; 
we are a^o technicians and 
supervisors, and we are the ones 
who are there from the begin- 
ning to the end of the entire 
production process. Yet. we 
are not given health insurance 
and we do not even have 
medical check-ups. But the 
employees and administrative 
staff enjoy these privileges,” 
he complained. 

Bataraeh denied this allega- 
tion, saying that the workers 
did have regular medical 
check-ups and treatment. 

Besides health insurance, 
the workers had demanded an 
increase in their salary of JD 
85. They complained that they 
had never received raises dur- 
ing the two-year of work at the 
factory.

Adnan said that when 18

Venezuela expects hard 1990 


CARACAS f R) — President Carlos Andies Perez has said that 
1990 will be a hard year for Venezuela but the country has laid the 
foundation for an economic recovery through 30 austerity 
programme. “The balance of the year from the point to view of 
the people is not good, I would say, because it was die year of 
economic adjustment,” Perez said in a national radio address. “I 
do not doubt that tins year 1990 will also be difficult but it win not 
be like 1989,” he added. Government officials say the oil-based 
economy is in a recession but the austerity programme is 
necessary to make the economy more competitive and attractive 
to foreign loans and investment needed for development.

shake Japanese economic policy

TOKYO — Japan's financial markets would be 
shaken and its economic and foreign policy upset 
if the Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) lost its 
34-year bold on power in next week’s election, 
brokers and analysts say. 

“If the opposition parties won a majority, it 
would be a big shock,” said one stock market 
analyst- “There would be possibility of another 
black Monday.” 

While other analysts are not so gloomy as to 
see a repeat off the stock market’s IS per cent 
plunge in October 1987, they agree that financial 
markets would be battered by an LDP loss. 

“It wifi be chaos” if aSocialist-centred coalition 
takes power, a former Foreign Ministry official 


and the unpopularity of a recently introduced 
safes tax, faces the toughest test since it took 
power in next Sunday’s election for parliament's 
powerful lower house. 

Opinion polls suggest it is fikefy to squeak by, 
though they also show that nearly 30 percept of 
the electorate is undecided with just a week to go 
until tbe election. 


The Japan Socialist Party has not spelled oat 
dearly where it stands on many issues, much 
less worked out an agreement with potential 
coalition partners. 

The pro-business LDP, buffeted by scandals 


The bottom fine for the LDP is about 247 seats. 
If it wins that many, it should be able to pick up 
enough support from conservative independents 
to retain a majority in the 512-member lower 
house. The LDP cur rentl y has 295 seats! 

Peter Tasker, analyst with broker Kfeinwort

tive independents to form a majority, there 
would not be a serious reaction in the markets.

The streets of Srinagar were 
deserted after the g o v e r nm ent 
announced a round-the-clock 
enrfew would be enforced 
Sunday. 

Witnesses who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity said dozens of 
army trucks carrying soldiers 
rolled into Srinagar late Friday. 
Troops took up positions oo Sri- 
nagar’s outskirts and all vehicles 
entering the city were stopped 
and searched. 

Wall posters appeared in sever- 
al parts of Srinagar overnight, 
calling for demonstrations to 
commemorate the execution of 
milit ant leader Mohammad Ma- 
qbool Butt. 

Butt was banged in New Delhi 
on Feb. 11. 1984, for the 1965 


murder of an intelligence agent in 


Bntt founded the Jammu- 
Kashmir Liberation Front, which 
is spearheading a violent cam- 
paign for seoesrion from pre- 
dominantly Hindu TmBa of the 
Himalayan state of Jammu-Kasb- 
mfr , the country’s only Muslim 
majority state. 

The 4-decade-old movement is 
based in Srinagar, the summer 
capital of Jammu-Kashmir state 
and its largest city. Jammu re- 
gion, south of Kashmir, is Hindu 
dominated. 

At least 82 people have died in 
the latest round of secessionist 
violence in Kashmir, winch flared 
on Jan. 20 when Muslim mobs 
took to the streets and dashed 


with security forces. Most victims 
were protesters defying curfew, 
who were shot by police or 
troops. 

Curfew has been restricted to 
night hours since Jan. 26 because 
authorities said the situation has 
stabilised. But a curfew, sche- 
duled to be reimposed at 6 p.m. 
local time (1230 GMT) Saturday, 
was imnposed at 11 am. Satur- 
day after the bombs went off. 

Police officials, yaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
blasts occurred outside two 
banks, a post office and other 
shops and businesses without 
causing any known casualties. No 
one claimed responsibility, but 
authorities blamed the separat- 
ists. 

India accuses Pakistan of 
arming and training the Kashmiri 
militan ts. Pakistan denies the 
charge and says the Kashmiris 
have the right to self-determina- 
tion. 

“We want a peaceful solution 


but at the same time Pakistan 


Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
warned India during a 30-minute 
speech to more than 200 Pakista- 
ni lawmakers Saturday. 

Ms. Bhutto rejected India’s 
accusatisons that Pakistan has 
fomented the 2-month-old rebel- 
lion in its troubled nor th w e stern 
state. 

““This revolution has not come 
from outside, it has come from 
the heart of the people,” she said. 
“It is a war of freedom.” 

Kashmir was divided between 
India and Pakistan after the tiro 
countries were partitioned fol- 
lowing the end of British colonial 
rule m 1947. Srinagar and the 
s urr ou n ding areas of the vaDey 
became part of Janunu-Kashmar. 

Sixty-four per cent of die 
state’s 5 million people are Mns- 
tims, but nationwide, Muslims 
make up 12 per cent of the 880 
million population. 


NATO, Warsaw Pact to begin 
talks on surveillance overflights 


OTTAWA, Canada (AP) — 
NATO and Warsaw Pact nego- 
tiators begin talks Monday on 
opening their skies to surveillance 
overflights under radically diffe- 
rent conditions than the idea was 
proposed a year ago, experts say. 

Negotiators at the three- week 
“open skies” conference will be- 
gin work on a plan under which 
all 16 members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) and the seven Warsaw 


Pact countries would allow un- 
armed aircraft fo fly over each 
other’s territory to monitor milit- 
ary installations and compliance 
with arms agreements. 

Alliance leaders already have 
agreed in principle to implement 
the idea, resurrected in the spring 
of 1989 by U.S. President George 
Bush from a proposal first put 
forth in the 1950s. 

Since Bush made the proposal 
to build goodwill and trust, gov- 


ernments in nearly every Soviet 
Bloc country in Eastern Europe 
have changed hands. 

Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland already have begun to 
scale back then armies and de- 
mand Moscow withdraw tens of 
thousands of Red Army troops 
from their soil. 

East Germany, Bulgaria and 
Romania are likely to follow suit 
after ejecting hard-line Commun- 
ist leaders 


Romanian mayor warns of possible 
counterrevolution in ‘martyr city’ 


TIMISOARA, Romania (AP) — 
Thousands of membeis of Roma- 
nia's hated Securitate secret 
police have eluded authorities 
and may be plotting a “counterre- 
volution” to seize control, Timi- 
soara’s mayor warned. 

Alemorean PompOhi, in an in- 
terview with the Associated Press 
Friday, also said the official death 
toll of 100 that officials reported 
for Timisoara in the December 
revolution was far too low. He 
said doctors were intimidated 
into underr e porting the number 
of deaths. 

Timisoara, the cradle of the 
popular revolution that toppled 
Communist dictator Nicolae 
Ceausescu on Dec. 22, officially 
is described as Romania’s “mar- 
tyr city” for its heavy toll of 
bloodshed. 

The city continues to suffer, 
with shortages of basic foods, 
especially eggs and milk. Long 
lines of shoppers, loudly com- 
plaining of the shortages, wait 
outride stores selling chicken im- 
ported from Czechoslovakia. 

The ousted Communist system 
also left behind “a series of social 
problems such as bad working 
habits and massive alcoholism,” 
Pompfliu said. “We have accom- 
plished only 20 per cent of the 
revolution by changing the old 
system. Now, the new system has 


to change the people.” 

“The situation in Timisoara is 
still chaotic and fluid, and we 
know that the Securitate is active, 
possibly planning a counterre- 
volution,’’ said Pompiliu, an 
architect who assumed the 
mayor’s post after the revolution. 

“Only the beads” of the Securi- 
tate were arrested, he said, esti- 
mating that about 15,000 secret 
police members remain at large in 
his city of 350,000. Timisoara is 
about 500 kilometres west of 


Immediately after the victory 
of the revolution, Romanian and 
foreign media reports said as 
many as 4,000 people had died in 
Timisoara, in -dashes with tbs 
Securitate troops, who were 
fiercely loyal to Ceausescu and 
battled the army when it joined 
the popular revolt against the 
dictator. 

But officials recently said thqt 
according to reliable information, 
only some 100 were killed and 
about 40 were reported missing. 
They said, however, that the fi- 
gure was not final. 

“Both the official and the ori- 
ginal figures are far from being 
correct. The true death toll is 
somewhere in between,” Pompi- 
liu said. 

“It is a well known fact” «hat 
the experts who estimated the 


official death toll and family 
members of the dead bare re- 
ceived telephone threats 
apparently from still-active 
Securitate members “in order to 
list the victims as if they bad died 
of natural causes,” he said. 

Dusan Nicoficin, the secretary 
of. the Timisoara City Council, 
estimated that 1,000 people died 
in the December fighting. 

He added that Dr. Leonard 
Drexler, the chief medical expert 
whose team released the official 
death toll figure in Timisoara, 


the Securitate.” 

Nicotian's statement was back- 
ed up by Romania libera and 
other newspapers, which claimed 
that the director of the municipal 
hospital was a dose relative of 
Timisoara's former secret police 
chief. Drexler was not available 
for comment. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of 
wreaths and lit candles cover the 
steps and plaza facing the Ortho- 
dox cathdral where numerous 
people were gunned down during 
the uprising. 

“Now they tell us only about 
100 people died. That’s impossi- 
ble, since ... during just one day 
(of violence) I saw with my own 
eyes more than 40 dead lying in 
front of tins church,” said Liana 
Serbac, a relative of one victim. 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 

— Drivers demanding better 
working conditions surrounded 
government headquarters with 
hundreds of tracks and buses 
during a protest over policies 
inherited from pre-revohitionary 
days. 

The drivers’ demonstration 
Saturday coincided with a march 
by 100 army soldiers who want 
better pay and rallies by tens of 
thousands of ethnic Hungarians 
to demand equal rights. 

All the protests represent chal- 
lenges to a struggling revolution- 
ary government, which has been 
battered by critics who say if is 
perpetuating both the policies 
and the personnel of Communist 
dictator Nicolae Ceausescu He 
was toppled in December in a 
popular uprising combined with 
an army rebellion. 

The drivers, who huddled with 
entire families in trucks at Vic- 
tory Square, said their basic 
equipment and supplies — such 
as tires, engine oil and batteries 

— were still being rationed very 
severely. They also demanded 
better inter-city highways before 
they eventually left 

Their union, the 100,000-mem- 
ber Romanian Drivers’ Syndi- 
cate, also claime d that police 
have used harsh tactics against 
than, automatically suspending 
and sometimes revoking drivers’ 
licenses for even minor offenses. 

Some of the bus drivers, whose 
buses and equipment belong to 
the Ministry erf Tourism, also 
called for reinstating Tourism 
Minister Mihai Lupoi, who last 
month pleaded their case before 
the government. 

On Friday, Lupoi as involved 
in a traffic acrident that the driv- 
ers believe was “ ‘purposely 
arranged by the (National Salva- 
tion) Front,” bus driver Ion Ste- 
fanaa said.

The Soyuz TM-9 blasted off from the 
Baikonur Cosmodrome at 9:16 Moscow time (0616 GMT) Sunday 
with mission Commander Anatoly Solovyov and flight engineer 
Alexander Balandin on board, the official Soviet News Aeencv

repented. The crew were to dock the spaceship with the Soviet 
orbital space station Mir, and replace cosmonauts Alexander 
Viktorenko and Alexander Serebrov, who have been in orbit for 
five months. The new cosmonauts will be the sixth team to occupy 
Mir since its launch in February 1986 to replace the Salyut-7 space 
station, which was stripped of its equ ip ment and abandoned. 

15 die after Indonesian volcano erupts 

JAKARTA (R) — At least 15 people were killed after a volcano 
in East java erupted Saturday showering rocks and ash onto 
villages below, a local army official said Sunday. He said flames 
and billowing smoke after Mount Kelud erupted at midday 
Saturday could be seen 90 kilometres away. At least 50 others 
were injured and thousands evacuated from nearby towns and 
villages. Most of the destruction came from landslides triggered as 
the explosion shook loose rock down the mountain side, fa the 
1,731-metre -volcano's last major eruption' in 1966 more than 200 
people died. 

Shots fired at Nakasone’s office 

TOKYO (AP) — A man walked into former Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone's campaign office and fired several shots, but 
there were no reports of injuries, police and a campaign official 
said. The suspect was captured at the scene in Takasalri, 100 
kilometres northwest of Tokyo, according to a police official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. The official declined to give out 
further details . An official in Nakasone's office said the former 
prime minister was out of campaigning at the tune of the shooting. 
He said a man entered one of four rooms in the office and fired 
several shots. The official declined to say how many people were 
in die office at the time of shooting. It was the second shooting 
involving a Japanese pofitidan- in the past- month.

Opposition shows signs of strength 
despite all-out Sandinista campaign 


4 die In New Mexico shooting spree 

LAS CRUCES, New Mexico (AP) — An app aren t armed 
robbery at a bowling alley has tinned into a shooting spree that 
left four people dead and three others wounded, police reported. 
The names of the victims had not been released pending 
notification of relatives. Police threw up roadblocks man- a ttemp t 
to catch the robbers. A statement issued by the Las Cruces Police 
Department Saturday said the seven were shot during the 


robbery. “At a pproxi mate ly 8 ajn., ap pare n tly an armed robbery 
occurred at tiie Las Cruces Bowl. During the commission of tire 
robbery, at least seven individuals were shot, four of whom 
expired,” said the police statement. Police reportedly were 
searching for two men in an older model, green van or utility 
vehicle. A police dispatcher who declined to be iAmtifinrf said 
roadblocks had been set up within and outride the city, located 70 
kilometres north of the border with Mexico. 


MANAGUA (AP) — The main 
opposition coalition fa the Feb. 
25 election has been hampered by 
fear, low funding, personal rival- 
ry, ideofagica] divisions and a 
presidential candidate with a frac- 
tured knee. 

But it is drawing ever increas- 
ing crowds to its rallies, and its 
true strength may be even larger 
on election day. 

The ruling San Hi nida National 
liberation front's rallies are lar- 
ger and better organised than 
those of the United National 
Opposition, but they are also 
salted with government em- 
ployees who fear they would risk 
their jobs if they don’t attend. 

“You’ll never see me at an 
UNO rally,” said a 37-year-old 
Managua professional who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 
“There’s still a chance of vio- 
lence, and who wants to get 
beaten up? But. I'm voting for 
UNO. That’s for sure.” 

The UNO candidate, Violeta 
Barrios de C ham o r ro, publisher 
of the opposition newspaper La 
Frensa, suffered a f ra ct ur ed knee 
on New Year’s Eve and has been 
campaigning from a wheelchair fa 
tiie back of a pickup track under 
a sun tent, looking like “a saint at 
a procession,” as one of her aides 
pul it. 

Attendance at UNO rallies has 
shot from several hundred into 
tiie thousands hi tiie last three 
weeks — an estimated 7,000 in 
the town of Jinotepe; 6,000 fa 
Granada; 10,000 fa Esteti; 7,000 
fa Rivas. 

“I know some people will come 
by tomorrow to nag you about 
having come,” said Mrs. Cha- 
morro fa Esteh, referring to the 
Sandimstas. “But just remember 
your vote fa secret.” 

President Daniel Ortega, seek- 
ing another six-year term, has 
shed his sober inqgg anrf cam- 
paigned vigorously^ T-shirts and 
bomber jackets. The Sandmfatas

An inveterate cat-hater, Alf 
also fa pictured squeezing the 
neck of a feline representing 
UNO.

In any case, the Sandmfatas 
seem to be nervous. 

“And when you return to your 
neighbourhoods, to your villages, 
talk to your neighbour, to your 
friend, to your relative, to anyone 
who stQl aright be confused,” 
urged Ortega at a rally fa 
Samoto. 

Violence subsided after an 
UNO rally fa Masatepe last De- 
cember tinned into a bloody riot 
that left one dead and about 20 
injured. Police now patrol every 
rally, and international election 
observers have praised the job 
they’re doing to keep order. 

Confusion fa what seemed to 
reign at an UNO rally on Feb. 4 
in the small town of Posoltega. 


Mrs. Chamorro’s choice of 
campaign manager has been cal- 
led an example of nepotism. 
Lacayo, a businessman, has no 
previous political experience. 

The opposition also complains 
of' lack -of money, and the U.N. 
observer mission has noted the 
Sandmfatas’ continued use of gov- 
ernment p rop erty . Use of public 
property fa allowed, but a party 
has to pay for it. 

Last week Soviet-made milit-

Personal and ideological rifts 
have been reported pitting 
Godoy agafart Lacayo; Mrs. Cha- 
morro’s son, Pedro Joaquin, 
against Mies. Chamorro’s dose 
adviser, xonner contra uirccto* 
rate member Alfredo Cesar, and 
a host of other nmwir rivalries. 


The Sandmfatas regularly tty to 
cut attendance at UNO rallies by 
scheduling baseball games or free 
parties at the same time. 

Pressure tactics apparently 
have not mu»iw< some. As peo- 
ple were boarding about 100 
tracks and buses to return to their 
towns and villages following a 
Sandi nis t a rally m Jinotepe, one 
main ctimbfag into a large track 
yelled a loud and defiant, “viva la 
UNO ” 

There are no reliable polls to 
help observers call the race, and 
crowd-counting sometimes fa tiie
